TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  your  district  for  1951,  and  I have 
taken  the  opportunity  of  giving  details  of  the  clinics,  health 
visitors,  midwives,  home  helps,  etc.,  in  Bentley  which  are 
controlled  by  me  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  an  increase  from  1950,  there  being 
31  more  births,  giving  a Birth  Rate  of  18-74  compared  with 
15  5 for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  2 fewer  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  43-24  compared 
with  29-6  for  England  and  Wales. 

One  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  This 
was  an  acute  type  and  unfortunately  the  child  died  within 
twenty-four  hours. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Committee  for  their  help  and  support  during  the  year, 
to  the  Officials  for  their  co-operation  with  the  Health 
Department,  and  particularly  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
the  Health  Department  staff  for  their  valued  help  throughout 
the  year.

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The  reduction  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
from  18  to  16  meant  a reduction  in  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  from  53  to  43.  Whilst  this  reduction  is  welcomed, 
preventive  measures  to  stop  this  wastage  of  young  lives  must 
constantly  be  extended  and  perfected.  Seven  of  the  infants 
died  before  reaching  four  weeks,  and  four  children  died  from 
congenital  defects. 

Only  two  deaths  occurred  from  prematurity  and  28 
premature  babies  were  born  in  the  area.  The  services  of 
specially  trained  nurses  with  special  equipment  have  produced 
this  excellent  result.  There  is  still  a demand  in  some  quarters 
for  infants’  wards  in  hospitals  to  nurse  premature  babies  but 
in  my  opinion  if  prematurity  is  not  complicated  by  any  other 
condition  then  the  premature  child  is  much  better  left  in  its 
own  home  and  given  special  medical  and  nursing  attention.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district 
are  coal  mining,  railway  work  and  engineering,  with 
tradesmen  and  shopkeepers  who  cater  for  their  needs. 

SERVICES. 

1 — Child  Welfare  Service. 

(a)  CLINICS. 

The  Clinic  is  held  every  Wednesday  in  the  Pavilion, 
Bentley  Park.  In  addition  to  the  nursing  staff  there  is  a 
voluntary  committee  which  renders  excellent  service  in  the 
running  of  the  clinic.  A Medical  Officer  attends  the  morning 
and  afternoon  sessions. 

When  breast  feeding  is  not  possible  artificial  foods  are 
sold  to  the  mothers  at  cost  price  but  every  effort  is  made  to 
encourage  breast  feeding.  There  can  be  no  question  of  the 
immense  advantages  breast  feeding  has  over  dried  milk,  but 
it  is  not  always  easy  to  convince  mothers  of  these  advantages 
and  breast  feeding  in  too  many  cases  is  discontinued  to  suit 
the  mother’s  convenience.  However,  the  Health  Visitors  and 
the  Midwives,  by  their  teaching  of  Mothercraft,  are  increasing 
the  number  of  babies  who  are  breast  fed. 

These  Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  in  no  way  treatment 
centres.  All  children  requiring  active  medical  treatment  are 
referred  to  their  own  doctors.  Advice  is  given  on  the  rearing 
and  feeding  of  infants  and  children,  diet  and  food  value  are 
discussed  with  the  mothers,  and  the  children  are  examined 
for  any  abnormal  conditions.  The  object  of  these  centres  is 
to  help  mothers  to  rear  healthy  children,  to  find  defects,  if 
any,  at  an  early  stage,  and  to  encourage  a normal  common 
sense  attitude  towards  the  rearing  of  children.  Health  can 
only  be  obtained  by  a way  of  living  and  not  by  bottles  of 
medicine. 

The  number  of  mothers  and  children  attending  the  clinic 
continues  to  be  satisfactory.

(b)  HOME  VISITS. 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  have  been  greatly 
extended  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1948.  To  her 
responsibility  for  the  care  of  the  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers,  pre-school  and  school  children,  are  added  the  general 
responsibility  for  all  members  of  the  family. 

A close  co-operation  with  the  Almoner  at  the  hospital 
has  been  established  and  all  cases  discharged  from  hospital 
which  require  nursing  or  home  help  service  are  notified  to  me. 
The  health  visitor  pays  a visit  as  soon  as  possible  and  makes 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  service  required.

2 — Maternity  Service. 

(a)  ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 

A clinic  is  held  every  Friday  at  the  Pavilion  with  a 
Medical  Officer,  Health  Visitors,  and  Midwives  in  attendance. 
It  was  thought  with  the  provision  of  free  medical  care  for 
maternity  cases  under  the  National  Health  Services  Act  that 
the  number  of  ante-natal  attendances  would  fall  markedly. 
There  has  been  a very  slight  fall  in  numbers  but  it  is  of 
no  significance.  These  ante-natal  clinics  serve  a double 
purpose: 


(a)  Medical  care  and  supervision  by  the  Medical  Officer. 

(b)  Advice  on  diet,  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy, 
mothercraft.  maternity  benefits,  layette,  etc.  This  instruction 
in  hygiene  and  mothercraft  is  a most  important  function  of 
the  clinic  and  even  when  cases  are  booked  with  a general 
practitioner  the  women  find  much  of  benefit  by  attending 
the  clinic.

(b)  RELAXATION  EXERCISES. 

This  service  was  started  in  1949  and  has  continued  to 
give  most  satisfactory  results.  Nurses  Brown  and  Swift  were 
in  charge  of  the  clinic.  At  one  time  women  having  their 
first  baby  were,  as  a rule,  in  complete  ignorance  of  what 
would  happen  to  them  and  many  feared  the  approaching 
confinement.  Even  now,  young  mothers  are  often  afraid 
before  coming  to  the  clinic,  but  these  classes  have  been  most 
beneficial.  In  addition  to  relaxation  exercises,  a full 
explanation  is  given  of  female  anatomy,  the  mechanism  of 
labour,  and  how  the  baby  is  born.  The  mothers  are  invited 
to  ask  questions  and  so  are  given  greater  confidence. 
35  women  attended  these  classes  in  1951. 

(c)  MIDWIVES. 

There  is  a full  complement  of  midwives  in  the  area  and 
appended  is  a table  of  the  domiciliary  midwifery  and  visits 
carried  out  during  the  year.

(d)  GAS  AND  AIR  ANALGESIA. 

All  midwives  have  attended  a course  on  the  administration 
of  gas  and  air  analgesia  to  ease  the  pain  of  child  birth.  Ninety 
cases  were  given  this  mild  anaesthetic  during  the  year  and 
every  midwife  is  equipped  with  a gas  and  air  apparatus. 


(e)  MATERNITY  HOME  ACCOMMODATION. 

This  service  continues  to  function  most  satisfactorily 
thanks  to  the  Specialists  attached  to  the  hospitals,  Miss  Peaker 
and  Mr.  Stevenson.  All  cases  requiring  admission  to  hospital 
because  of  unsatisfactory  home  conditions  receive  special 
consideration.  Cases  which  require  admission  on  medical 
grounds  are  given  priority  and  admitted  at  once. 

It  has  been  noted  that  most  Divisions  in  the  County 
have  a much  greater  percentage  of  births  in  maternity  homes 
than  is  the  case  in  this  area.  Because  of  the  lack  of  a maternity 
home  in  this  area  emphasis  has  always  been  on  domiciliary 
confinements.  There  is  a divergence  of  opinion  on  institutional 
v domiciliary  confinements,  but  I am  of  the  opinion  that 
given  good  home  conditions,  a normal  confinement,  and 
adequate  domestic  help  then  the  mother  and  child  do  just 
as  well  at  home. 

It  will  be  noted  that  33  per  cent,  of  all  births  in  the  area 
took  place  in  hospital.  No  cases  where  home  conditions  were 
unsuitable  or  on  medical  grounds  were  refused  admission  to 
hospital.

The  use 
of  the  surgery  premises  in  High  Street,  Bentley,  is  proving 
of  value  to  the  patients,  doctors  and  nurses.

-4 — Home  Helps. 

This  service  has  again  expanded  during  the  year  and 
is  now  more  widely  than  ever  recognised  as  a most  useful 
part  of  the  Health  Service. 

With  only  part-time  home  helps  the  administration  of 
the  service  is  not  always  easy  and  the  Health  Visitors  have 
to  devote  considerable  time  to  the  assessment  of  the  needs 
of  the  cases  and  the  supervision  of  the  home  helps. 
Difficulties  do  arise  in  aged  infirm  cases  living  alone 
particularly  when  personal  service  is  required  during  the 
night.

(d)  Paediatric  Clinics. 

A Specialist  in  Diseases  of  Children,  Dr.  C.  F.  Harvey, 
holds  a clinic  monthly.  Children  are  referred  to  this  clinic 
by  the  general  practitioners  of  the  area  and  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  clinic. 

(e)  Sun-Ray  Clinic. 

A Sun-Ray  clinic  has  now  been  started  at  the  Pavilion 
three  times  a week. 

During  the  year  55  children  received  treatment. 


6 — School  Medical  Inspection. 

Every  school  child  is  examined  by  a whole  time  Medical 
Officer  on  entry  to  a primary  school,  in  the  last  year  at  a 
primary  school,  and  in  the  last  year  at  a secondary  school. 
Additional  special  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  request 
of  the  parent  or  teacher  or  at  the  Medical  Officer’s  discretion. 

When  the  medical  examination  reveals  a defect  arrange- 
ments are  in  force  for  the  case  to  be  followed  up  and  the 
necessary  treatment  to  be  obtained.  Minor  ailment  clinics 
are  held  by  the  School  Nurse  and  quarterly  visits  to  the 
schools  are  made  for  the  inspection  of  heads.

7 — Mental  Health  Service. 

A Mental  Health  Visitor  and  a Social  Worker  were 
appointed  during  the  year  and  their  much  required  services 
have  been  appreciated. 

There  are  62  mental  defectives  under  supervision  in  the 
Division  (Bentley  and  Adwick).  One  case  was  admitted  to 
an  institution  during  the  year  and  two  are  urgently  in  need  of 
admission. 

Only  five  cases  are  in  attendance  at  an  Occupation 
Centre  (in  Doncaster)  and  the  failure  to  provide  such  a 
centre  for  mentally  defective  children  and  young  adults  is  a 
serious  problem.  The  mental  health  workers  are  frustrated 
and  the  parents  are  disappointed  at  the  lack  of  relief. 


8 — Speech  Therapist. 

During  the  year  the  services  of  a Speech  Therapist  were 
obtained  for  Divisions  27,  28  and  29.  It  is  not  possible  to 
give  an  adequate  Speech  Therapy  Service  with  this  limited 
share  of  the  services  of  a Speech  Therapist  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  County  staff  of  Speech  Therapists  is  increased. 

Miss  Tyas  holds  a clinic  once  a week  at  Bentley  and 
other  sessions  at  the  schools  in  Carcroft  and  Woodlands. 


9 — Ambulance  Facilities. 

This  scheme  is  still  operating  satisfactorily.  There  is  a 
free  ambulance  and  sitting  car  twenty-four  hour  service  for 
everyone.  The  vehicles  are  stationed  at  Yarborough  Terrace, 
Bentley,  and  are  available  on  request  from  doctors  and  nurses 
or  from  the  general  public  in  an  emergency.

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Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  three  instruments  set  up  by  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  to  gauge  the  extent  of 
atmospheric  pollution  in  this  area  were  in  operation  through- 
out the  year.  According  to  the  results  there  is  an  increase  in 
the  amount  of  solids  and  sulphur.  It  may  be  that  the 
abnormal  rainfall  washed  more  solids  into  the  gauge  and 
caused  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  total  solids.  This  result 
was  confirmed  by  the  lead  peroxide  candle  and  the  smoke 
filter  machine.

Smoke  Observations. 

Bentley  Colliery  chimney,  like  all  adjacent  colliery 
chimneys,  continues  to  pollute  the  atmosphere.  It  has  been 
proved  in  a neighbouring  colliery  that  mechanical  stoking 
reduces  black  smoke  to  a minimum  and  although  costly  in 
installation  would  return  large  dividends  in  the  way  of 
improved  health  because  of  a purer  atmosphere.  There  is 
a danger  that  colliery  chimneys  pouring  forth  black  smoke 
(and  showing  inefficient  use  of  the  fuel)  have  come  to  be 
accepted  as  normal  in  a mining  area.  Every  effort  is  being 
made  to  urge  the  National  Coal  Board  to  take  immediate 
effective  steps  to  abate  this  nuisance. 
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Burning  Colliery  Tip. 

The  volume  of  smoke  and  fumes  from  the  tip  has  varied 
from  dense  palls  to  almost  clear  periods.  Selection  of  sites  for 
tipping  on  the  main  tip  and  the  extensive  use  of  fine  water 
sprays  have  been  tried  in  an  effort  to  abate  this  nuisance. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a great  improvement.

These  samples  were  taken  from  all  retailers  and  the 
factory  and  the  results  are  very  satisfactory.  The  choc-ices 
show  a greater  percentage  of  lower  grading  than  the  ordinary 
type  ice  creams,  but  there  is  a great  improvement  on  last 
year’s  figures.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  384  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified  compared  with  347  cases  in  1950.  Scarlet  Fever  (27), 
Whooping  Cough  (102)  and  Measles  (201)  accounted  for 
most  of  the  cases. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  and  confirmed 
clinically  although  bacteriological  examination  of  swabs  of 
the  throat  showed  no  K.L.B.  growth. 

One  acute  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  a child  of 
five  years  of  age.  The  child  unfortunately  died  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  appearance  of  the  symptoms.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION 

Immunisation  clinics  were  held  throughout  the  year  at 
schools,  the  Pavilion,  Bentley  Park,  and  in  the  Health 
Department. 

Acceptances  showed  an  increase  from  previous  years, 

53  per  cent,  of  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and  80  per 
cent,  of  children  from  five  to  fifteen  years  of  age  have  been 
immunised.  This  area  has  been  so  long  free  from  the  dread 
disease  that  mothers  may  have  forgotten  how  fatal  it  can  be. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  increase  acceptances.

There  have  been  no  cases  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to 
notify.  The  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  prompt  in 
their  notification  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  has  done  much  good 
work  throughout  the  year  and  proved'  a valuable  link  with 
the  Chest  Clinic.  As  soon  as  a case  is  notified  the  Health 
Visitor  calls  and  arranges  for  contact  examination,  gives 
advice  and  reports  on  the  housing  and  general  conditions. 
All  child  contacts,  when  circumstances  permit,  are  vaccinated 
with  B.C.G.  vaccine  as  a preventive  measure.  Extra 
nourishment  in  the  form  of  two  pints  of  milk  is  allowed 
wherever  necessary  and  beds  and  bedding  provided  if 
necessary  for  the  care  and'  isolation  of  the  patient. 

During  the  year  there  appeared  to  be  a shortening  of  the 
waiting  period  for  the  admission  of  notified  cases  to  the 
sanatorium.
